I  rnay  add  that  my  attention  in  18fi7  was  strongly  turned  towards  the  subiect  of  the 
capabilities  of  communic.t.on  of  the  Red  River  with  Fort  Garry,  from  having  pesonallv 
examined  the  water  route  between  Montreal  and  Lake  Huron,  and  in  conneidon^w  th  this 
water  route,  the  proposed  routes  froo,  the  head  of  Lake  Superior  to  Fort  Garry,  so  as  to 
bring  the  Hudson  Bay  trade  through  British  America.  v»"rr>,  so  as  to 

I  found  that  the  exact  s-.me  impediments,  which  rendered  difficult  my  own  nroeress 
from  ti!e  Huron  to  Ottawa,  exerted  in  a  greater  degree  their  influence  between  Thunder  Bav 
and  Fo..^,  Garry,  and  I  then  considered  in  a  national  point  of  view,  the  possibility  of  ron^ 
veymg  troops  to  Fort  Garry— in  case  of  necessity.  ' 

My  letter,  as  Administrator  of  the  Government,  No.  30,  of  2''nd  February   18G7  tn

Memorandum  on  the  Military  and  Political  Question  of  sending  British  Troops    iu 
conjunction  with  Canadian  Militia,  to  the  Red  River  Settlement.  ' 

1.  THIS  Memorandum  takes  for  granted  that  the  route  proposed  to  be  taken  is  that 
recommended  by  Mr.  Dawson,  C.E.,  in  the  year  IHDi),  and  laid  down  in  the  28  pages  of  his 
printed  Report. 
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2.  It  is  prernised  that  1,000  men  he  sent  fully  Cf|uippcd. 

3.  That  the  distance  l)c  not  less  than  500  niih's.  That  of  this,  28  miles  of  road  lias 
been  constructed  to  Dog  Lake,  as  such  was  ordered  to  he  made  under  my  Govcrnmenl  in 

It  is  possible  also,  that  the  route  may  liave  been  rendered  more  prncticalde  to  the 
Savanne  River,  .38  miles,  as  sanctioned  by  me,  as  Administrator  of  the  Government  in  18«7. 

I  shall,  liowevcr,  consider  the  starting  post  the  Dog  Lake,  as  I  am  not  aware  whether 
the  route  beyond  has  yet  been  improved. 

4.  T  will  first  consider  "  a  force  moving  by   land  with  its  impedimenta  in  canoes." 
Ihis  \vould  be  the  case,  if  it  bo  known,  that  the  hanks  of  the  rivers  and  lakes  are  so 

far  practicable  as  to  admit  of  an  advance  of,  say  five  or  six  miles  per  day,  rendering  the 
journey  of  two  or  three  months'  duration.  Of  course  the  distance  will  bo  considerably 
mereused  where  long  stretches  of  lakes  intervene. 

5.  The  equipment  of  a  force  of  1,000  men,  with  the  necessary  number  of  paddlers,  with 
every  absolutely  necessary  military  appurtcnanoL'  (except  artillery),  naineiy,  tents  on  the 
smallest  scale,  ammunition,  1,000  rounds  per  man,  blankets  and  extra  boots,  medical 
comforts,  and  food  for  two  months,  would  amount  to  at  least  190  tons,  and  would  nrobablv 
be  found  eventually  to  reach  nearer  200. 

6.  The  ordinary  (!-oar  canoe  would  scarcely  liold  more,  in  a  rapid  stream,  than  one 
ton,  in  addition  to  its  paddlers;  and  tlie  size,  of  course,  of  the  canoes,  must  be  measured  bv 
the  least  depth  of  water  to  be  passed,  and  the  style  of  the  rapids.  Thus  '90  canoes  would 
be  required. 

It  may  be  presumed  that  the  ordinary  Hudson  Bay  canoes  arc  the  best  for  the  pur- 
pose that  can  be  made. 

Any  increased  size  of  canoe  would  then  only  increase  the  difficulty  in  porta"es,  and 
require  their  greater  frequency.  ° 

7.  If  my  calculation  be  correct,  each  soldier  would  have  to  carry,  in  addition  to  his 
own  burthen,  over  er.oh  jiortage  about  290  lb.,  leaving  for  the  paddlers,  the  canoes,  their 
own  things,  and  about  100  lb.  each. 

At  one  stretch  there  is  a  portage  of  7  miles. 

Of  course  the  weight  will  he  gradually  reduced  by  consumption  of  food,  and  may  be, 
in  the  first  instance,  decreased  by  a  certain  amount  of  potted  provisions. 
,.„  ^'l  tl'o  other  hand  the  rate  of  advance  may  he  greatly  retarded  by  weather,  or  by 
dithcultics  of  rock  or  marsh,  which,  if  the  latter  he  known  before  hand,  must  be  thought  of 
by  an  increased  amount  of  food  carried. 

8.  It  appears  to  me,  however,  doubtful  whether  the  troops  can  march  tnrou"hout  the 
who  e  route,  as  from  the  great  extent  of  some  of  the  unbroken  reaches  of  water,  it  is  unna- 
tural to  suppose  that  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  would  ever  have  used  the  banks  for  traffic, 
therefore  the  difficulty  is  presented  of  men  moving  by  a  shore,  perhaps  never  traversed 
since  the  days  of  Colonel  Croftoii  and  his  small  force— and  then  only  partially— with  friends 
on  all  sides,  or  at  any  rate,  no  foes. 

■11  1?"  '^'^^^}^  '^^  known  that  there  are  impassable  marshes,  a  greater  number  of  canoes 
will  be  required  as  adjuncts,  and  a  larger  store  of  provisions. 

If  there  were  friends  at  Fort  Garry,  this  might  not  signify,  as  they  would  prepare  pro- 
visions for  the  l<orce  at  stages  of  the  route. 

»•  The  Force  having  arrived  at  the  western  extremity  of  Lake  Plat,  there  is  91  miles 
of  land  carnage  to  Fort  Garry. 

If  the  country  be  not  hostile,  here  all  difficulties  cease.  But  if  hostile,  there  does  not 
appear  to  be  any  power  of  conveying  the  impedimenta  further  j  except  that  of  dividing  the 
Forces,  leaving  a  portion  to  protect  the  depot  at  Lake  Plat,  and  moving  by  rapid  marches 
to  lort  Garry,  the  boatmen  carrying  provisions,  &c.,— a  proceeding  more  than  inexpedient. 

10.  Still  these  difficulties  may  be  overcome,  and  always  supposing  the  country  hostile, 
the  I'orce,  or  two-thirds,  arrives  before  Fort  Garry  with,  say  fifteen  davs'  provisions  ;  but 
as  far  as  1  have  learnt.  Fort  Garry  is  not  to  he  taken  without  artillery.   ' 

Nothing  could,  in  the  case  supposed,  justify  the  imprudence  of 
absolute  starvation. 

But  I  will  even  admit  that  the  country  lias  produced  supplies :  that  there  is  a  native 
element  strong  enough  to  keep  up  these  supplies,  and  perhaps  aid  the  British  Force,  and 
that  the  I'ort  has  surrendered. 

Then  comes — 
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The  Political  Consideration. 

From  my  knowledge  of  the  general  bent  of  feeling  of  Western  America,  I  cannot  hut 
consider  the  military  difficulty  as  nothing  in  comparison  with  the  political. 

At  the  Red  River  there  must  be  now  a  large  American  element. 

llie  vicinity  of  Pembin.i,  the  constantly  encroaching  advance  of  the  Americans  along

.Mr.  Cardwcll  has  not  learnt  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies 
that  tlic  Kxpeditioti  has  been  positively  resolved  upon  ;  i)ut  considering  tlie 
season,  already  so  far  advanced,  and  the  shortness  of  the  interval  during  which 
it  will  i)e  possible  to  march  to  and  from  Fort  (Jarry,  it  is  (luitc  rigiit  that  y(Ui 
siiould  have  taken  all  preliminiiry  measures  so  as  to  be  prepared  to  move  with- 
out delay,  so  soon  as  the  detinite  instructions  shall  l)e  given  you. 

The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  lias  no  objection  to  your  increasing  the 
force  in  the  manner  you  propose, — on  the  terms  mentioned  in  your 
mcssnge.  He  presumes  that  you  will  have  cornmunicrfed  by  post  the  full 
particulars  of  the  arrangement,  and  will  have  iufornicd  him  clearly  not  only  as 
to  the  agreement  between  you  and  the  Government  of  the  Dominion  for  the 
ultimate  payment,  but  also  as  to  the  charge  which  is  likely  to  fall  up(m  the 
estimates  voted  for  the  present  year.  It  is  important  that  he  should  be  fully 
informed  upon  this  point,  while  Parliament  is  still  sitting. 

Tlie  arrangement  you  propose  as  to  food,  clothing,  and  working  pay, 
appears  to  him  satisfactory. 

I  am  directed  to  remind  you  that  so  far  as  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War 
is  yet  informed,  there  is  no  intention  that  any  part  of  the  Imperial  Force  shall 
remain  at  Fort  (Jarry  during  tlie  winter  ;  anil  he  is  not  prepared  to  authorize 
you  to  hold  out  any  such  expectation  to  the  Government  of  the  Domiiuon. 
At  the  same  time  it  is  not  possible  to  forsee  what  circumstances  may  arise  to 
render  a  return  impossible,  and  it  is  above  all  things  necessary  to  make  such 
arrangements  that  no  risk  shall  be  incurred  of  any  part  of  the  Expeditionary 
Force  being  exposed  to  suffering  from  hunger,  or  severity  of  climate.  Pro- 
visions, in  ordinary  times,  are  cheap  at  Fort  Garry,  being  easily  purchased  in 
the  State  of  Minnesota ;  but  I  am  directed  to  remind  you  that  it  will  not  do  to 
rely  on  this  source  of  sui)ply  for  the  present  Expedition,  and  that  the  stores 
hitherto  kept  at  Fort  Garrv  by  the  Hud(  m's  Bay  Company  are  in  all  pro- 
bability long  since  exhausted.

I'ntil,  however,  this  withdrawal  shall  take  plaee,  the  Force  will  preserve  its 
distinctly  Imperial  character,  and  I  shall  lie  respunsilile  for  it. 

For  this  reason  1  have  heeti  very  anxious  that  the  two  Hattalionsof  ,\filitia 
should  eomc  up,  as  far  as  pnysilde,  to  the  stanchird  of  Her  Majesty's  Uej^idar 
Kiirces,  that  the  liehl  Olliccrs  should  he  carefully  chosen,  none  but  stron;,'  and 
drilled  men  accepted,  and  that  their  personal  ccpiipinent  should        <^iwA, 

\  also  desired  to  get  the  men  toffether  cnrly,  in  order  that  they  might  he 
instructed. 

The  di\ision  of  the  Mililia  portion  of  tiie  Force  into  two  hattalions,  one 
from  Ontario,  the  other  from  Quebec,  and  the  apportionment  of  the  number  of 
volunteers  required  (7<)<») '"ctween  seven  Militia  Dis'  '"ts  in  the  i'rovi.ices  of 
Ontario  and  Quebec  was,  I  jiresiime,  made  for  sectional  and  reiii'ious  reasons. 
This  |)oiilieal  measure  has  fvreatly  delayed  tlie  fornuition  of  the  Quebec 
IJattalion,  wiiich,  as  I  write,  still  wants  /jh\o  complete,  thou-ili  I  have  assisted 
it  in  every  possible  way  by  lending;  Htaff  Herjeants  from  tlie  Royal  Canailian 
Hides,  and  by  hasteninp:  the  discharfre  of  other  men  of  that  Corps,  that  th?y 
mif^ht  volunteer  to  the  Militia  tor  the  Expedition. 

Of  the  292  men  in  its  ranks,  not  more  than  one-fourth  at  most  are  French 
Canadians. 

Both  Militia  Hattalions  were  formed  at  Toronto,  where  a  wing  of  the  GOth 
has  been  (piartered  all  winter.  Colonel  Wolseley  joined  the  Force  there  on 
the  5th  May  with  his  Htaff  and  Control. 

I  now  proceed  to  refer  to  the  Hujijily  and  Transport  arrangemonts. 

On  my  arrival  I  found  that  the  Canadian  CJovernment  had  already 
purchased  provisions,  horses,  and  forage  ;  ordered  boats  and  carriages,  and 
hired  teamsters.  1  thought  it  best  that  they  should  complete  the  transactions 
into  which  they  had  entered,  and  finding  that  tiie  number  of  boats,  vehicles 
and  '"-'ses,  was  insufficient,  I  begged  the  Canadian  Government  to  get  more  of 
those  .  |,plies,  and  to  hand  over  the  whole  of  them  to  the  Control  when  com- 
pleted, and  that  arrangements  for  all  future  purchases  should  be  made  by  the 
Control.  I  also  considered  it  expedient  that  the  Oovernment  should  hire  the 
necessary  Indians  and  voyageurs.  They  were  required  in  great  numbers,  and 
could  therefore  only  be  obtained  from  variou  ;  and  remote  places ;  so  that  this 
transaction  could  be  better  per^'irnicd  by  the  Government  than  by  the 
Controller. 

Collingwood,  the  natural  point  of  .jeparture  for  /,nke  Superior,  is  con- 
nected with  Toronto  by  rail,  .so  that,  so  far,  there  was  no  dillicnlty. 

I  ear!y  directed  the  attention  of  the  Dominion  Government  to  the 
necessity  of  Control  over  steamers  in  both  lakes,  informing  them  tliat  1 
considered  it  their  duty  to  furnish  the  necessary  transjrort,  and  on  the  2.^tli  of 
April,  I  applied  for  a  permanent  steamer  to  be  stationed  on  Lake  Superior. 
Having  proceeded  to  Collingwood  on  fith  May.  with  my  Controller,  I  ascertained 
that  no  arrangement  had  been  made.  The  Canadian  Government  would  not 
trust  to  my  hiring  steamers,  but  consequent  on  the  urgency  of  my  representa- 
tion, they  placed  the  duty  in  the  luuuls  of  the  Postmaster-General.  This  took 
me  again  to  Ottawa. 

In  the  meantime  the  difficulty  respecting  the  canal  at  Sault  St.  Marie 
came  up,  and  found  the  Government  unprepared,  though  on  the  28th  April.  1 
had  specially  begged  that  it  might  be  provided  against.  As  His  Excellency 
will  report,  doubtless,  fully  on  this  subject  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonies,  I  need  not  go  into  it. 

The  arrangements  for  t'le  Lake  Transport  arc  now  complete  and  in 
operation.  They  have,  howoier,  been  much  complicated  by  the  unfriendly 
action  of  the  United  States  Government,  in  closing  the  ccnal  at  Sanlt  St. 
Marie.  Owing  to  the  firm  remonstrance  of  the  Governor-General  it  is  now 
open,  but  Colonel  Wolseley  had  been  already  obliged,  between  the  14th  and 
16th  May,  to  send  200  men  of  the  l.st  Battahon  Militia,  \vith  horses  and 
wagons,  to  carry  everythmg  across  the  portage.

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Besides  this  buildinft,  which  was  evidently  intended  to  accommodate  ft  military  force,  there  nre 
other  storehouses  and  buildings  of  cousiderablo  dimensions. 

Within  the  enclosure  too,  temporary  houses  could  easily  be  put  up. 

At  Tort  Gnrr)-,  the  area  enclosed  within  the  walls  is  not  so  large  as  nt  the  Stone  Fort,  but  the 
numlier  of  buildings  is  greater  and  some  of  them  are  large.  Apart  from  the  other  buildings  there 
IS  iu  this  Fort  a  barrack,  which,  to  the  best  of  my  recollection,  shonld  accommodate  from  150  to 
200  men. 

The  town  of  Winnipeg,  close  adjoining  Fort  Garry,  contains  a  population  of  about  1,500,  and 
in  it  are  many  large  stores  and  houses  which  could  be  converted  into  barracks. 

Besides,  just  opposite  Fort  Garry,  on  the  cast  bank  of  the  Red  Uivcr,  nre  extensive  building* 
bi'longing  to  the  diocese  of  St.  Boniface,  nt  present  used  as  nunneries,  schools,  colleges,  &e. 
Doubtless  some  of  these  could  be  obtained,  if  necessary,  fo,-  the  accommodation  of  the  troops. 

Upon  the  whole,  I  think  there  can  be  no  difficulty  in  housing  1,000  men  in  the  Ued  River 
.Settlement,  either  within  or  in  close  proximity  to  the  forts. 

The  Iludsons  Bay  Company,  I  have  lio  doubt,  would  readily  vacate  the  Stone  Fort,  and 
accommodate  their  people  in  adjoining  buildings,  and  I  believe  they  would  be  the  best  agents  to 
employ  in  providing  accommodation  for  the  troops 

2nd. — In  regard  to  Section  12,  the  suggestion  as  to  providing  additional  boats  has  already  been 
acted  on  by  the  Government. 

The  total  number  being  built,  most  of  which  are  now  in  readiness  to  bo  sent  to  Thunder  Bay. 
is  130,  besides  which  two  firstclass  "North  Canoes"  have  been  ordered  at  Fort  William  for  the 
special  use  of  the  Officer  Commanding  the  Force. 

The  annexed  Statement  shows  the  number  and  capacity  of  the  boats. 

3rd.  In  respect  to  Section  1!!,  as  wagons  are  being  arranged  for,  I  confine  myself  to  the  con- 
cluding paragrajjh,  which  is  as  follows  : — 

"  It  is  also  desirable  that  a  few  huts  .should  be  erected  at  Fort  William  and  Shebandowan  Lake, 
••  for  the  purpose  of  sheltering  the  stores." 

In  order  that  these  may  be  jirovided  with  the  least  possible  delay,  I  would  suggest  that  40,000 
feet  (B.M.)  of  sawn  lumber  of  suitable  dimensions,  should  be  sent  to  Fort  Fort  William  on  the 
ojiening  of  the  navigation.  This  would  provide  for  the  buildings  at  Thunder  Bay.  Those  at 
Shebandowan  Lake  should  be  of  logs  covered  with  scoops. 

T'hcse  buildings  can  best  be  put  up  in  connection  with  the  works  now  iu  progress. 

I  may  rem;uk  that  temporary  stables  will  be  required  at  Thunder  Bay,  and  at  vorious  points  on 
the  Thunder  Bay  Koad.

In  aocordaticu"  with  inntructions  received  from  the  Ilonourabh)  tlio  Minister  of  Militia  and 
Defence  in  relntion  to  the  Hiipplies  named  in  the  nmrf,'in,  I  Inivc  now  the  honour  to  report  tliat. 
acting  on  theMinister's  instructions  as  conveyed  in  his  letter  bearing  date  2lBt  March  last,  at  once 
proceeded  to  Toronto  and  made  the  following  arrangements  rcspectinji;  them,  viz. : — 

With  Mr.  Robert  Spratt,  of  Toronto,  for  flour,  liay,  and  oats  (see  letters  numbered  1,  2,  and  '; 
respectively). 

()ne  thousand  half  barrels  of  flour  have  been  purchased  and  will  be  ready  for  delivery  dt 
CoUingwood  by  the  time  sjjecificd.  The  purchase  of  the  other  thousnnd  half  barrels  will  be  com- 
pleted in  a  few  days.  The  flour  is  to  be  inspected  as  extra  superfine,  and  is  to  be  made  of  the  best 
white  fall  wheat.  The  hay  is  bought,  and  will  be  pressed  and  ready  for  delivery  at  CoUingwood  at 
the  date  rcquiied.  Five  thousand  of  the  six  tnousund  bushels  of  oats  required  were  secured,  and 
arc  now  stored  at  Owen  Sound,  ready  for  sliiimicnt  on  tho  opening  of  the  navigation. 

Messrs.  W.  Ramsay  and  C  'm-vc  engaged  to  supply  the  pork  required  (see  Agrcciuiiit 
numbered   1). 

One  thousand  five  hundred  barrels  have  been  received  and  are  now  in  process  of  daily  delivery 
ns  it  is  being  inspected  and  repacked  ;  1,000  baiTcls  will  be  stored  at  Toronto,  the  balance  of  it  is 
to  go  to  CoUingwood,  where  it  will  be  ready  for  shipment  on  the  opening  of  the  navigation,  as  ranch 
of  the  pork  as  it  has  been  possible  wO  obtain  half  barrels  for,  wdl  be  re-packed  in  such  packages. 

Messrs.  Rice,  Lewis,  and  Son,  of  'I'oronto,  have  contracted  to  deliver  Ist  May  next,  the  wagons, 
carts,  and  harness  needed  (see  letters  nund)ored  from  5  to  8  respectively). 

The  contractors  write  me  to-day  that  they  cannot  find,  cither  hero  or  in  the  United  States,  the 
seasoned  timber  re(piired  for  the  uuinufacture  of  the  broad-tyred  wheels  contracted  for.  On  con- 
sultation with  Mr.  Dawson,  he  has  decided  that  the  common-tyred  wheel  will  do,  and  I  have 
forwarded  the  contractors  instructions  accordingly.  liroad-tyred  wheels  not  being  in  use  in  this 
countrj-,  those  ordered  being  a  speciality,  no  previous  provision  is  made  for  their  nninid'aeture,  as  is 
the  case  with  the  ordinary  wagons. 

Two  of  the  wagons  have  been  ordered  to  be  built  with  springs  for  convcvance  of  passengers 
pro\idcd  with  seats  for  the  accommodation  of  from  6  to  8  each.  Five  other  wagons  arc  to  be 
ada])ted  for  oxen.  ~ 

Mr.  Uond,  of 'J'oronto,  has  undertaken  to  procire  the  70  horses  (see  letters  numb  red  7  and  10). 

Mr.  Winters,  of  CoUingwood,  will  provide  the  oxen  (see  letters  numbered  11  anl  12). 

The  animals  are  all  to  be  concentrated  at  CoUingivood  by  the  Ist  May  next,  provided  with 
the  necessary  teamsters.     All  required  accommodation  for  them  can  be  had  at  the  last-named  plane.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acknowledge  tlie  receipt  of  your  Military  Secretary's  coniinu- 
nication  of  tlie  2()th  April,  forwarding  to  me  replies  from  the  Minister  of  Militia  and 
Defence  to  the  various  points  in  my  Memorandum  of  the  lltli  of  April. 

While  tlie  replies  are  generally  satisfactory,  and  are  calculated  to  assist  the  conduct 
of  the  arrangements  for  the  organization  of  the  Expcditon  to  the  North-West  Territory, 
there  is  one  point  which  I  think  it  my  duty  to  submit  for  your  Excellency's  consider- 
ation, and  at  the  same  time  take  the  opportun'ty  of  explaining  my  views  for  carrying  out 
the  service  to  be  performed  in  the  most  efficient  manner. 

I  extremely  regret  the  decision  at  which  the  Dominion  Government  has  arrived  in 
declining  the  services  of  a  portion  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Rifles,  who  might  be  inclined  to 
settle  in  the  territory. 

This  Expedition  is  one  of  considerable  difficulty  and  magnitude,  owing  to  the  number  of 
men  composing  the  Regular  Force,  to  the  character  of  the  country  through  which  the  Force 
will  have  to  pass,  and  to  the  time  occupied  by  the  constant  changes  caused  by  the  alternate 
navigation  of  lakes  and  rivers  with  numerous  portages  and  dangerous  ra])ids,  and  above  all 
to  the  distance  of  Fort  Garry  from  the  base  of  operations.  Such  an  expedition  requires 
of  both  officers  and  men  engaged  in  it  habits  of  order  and  military  training  necessary  if  the 
country  can  be  peaceably  occupied,  and  still  more  so  in  the  event  of  there  beiiig  any 
opposition. 

I  am  certainly  of  opinion  that  if  the  Militia  Force  proposed  for  the  expedition  was 
under  arms  for  a  considerable  period  previous  to  taking  the  field,  military  training,  added 
to  the  natural  capacity  of  the  men,  well  chosen  for  their  backwood  habit's,  fov  a  rough  life, 
they  would  form  a  very  valuable  and  capable  force. 

I  must,  however,  call  your  Excellency's  attention  to  the  state  of  affairs  as  they 
actually  exist.

"AVL  the  honour  to  enclose  you  a  copy  of  my  instructions  to  Colonel 
\\olseley.  Before  i.ssuins  them  I  snbmitteil  to  the  Governor-General  the 
linraffiaplis  referring  to  fhe  withdrawal  of  tlie  troojis,  and  the  relations  with 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Manitobah.  His  E.xcelleney  saw  no  ohiection  to 
them.  •'  ■' 

These  instructions,  read  in  connection  with  Colonel  AVolscley's  orders  to 
the  force,  which  T  also  enclose,  will  explain  the  nature  of  the  operations  in 
hand. 

I  also  enclose  you  a  copy  of  a  report  I  addressed  to  the  Governor-Genera! 
on  the  23rd  May,  to  be  laid  before  his  Ministers,  which  shows  how  far  these 
operations  are  already  in  progress. 

I  have  nothino-  to  add  to  it.  I  expect  to  hear  shortly  from  Colonel 
Wolseley  at  Fort  William,  and  shall  keep  you  constantly  informed  of  what  is 
ffoing  on.  But  as  Colonel  W^olseley  proposes  to  push  through  himself  to  Fort 
lu-ancis  at  once,  organizing  the  boat  service  and  passage  of  supplies  and  troops 
as  he  goes  along,  I  shall  not  get  any  furtlier  reports  from  him  for  some  time.

In  the  event  of  my  not  being  rihlc  to  ilo  lo,  you  will  order  the  Rcf/ular  Force  to  com- 
mence iis  homeward  march  on  or  ahiml  rli  ■  2()tli  Aui;in(,  >m\  no  order,  except  one  received 
from  me,  in  concurrence  with  the  (iovern  '^icncral,  is  to  ^.rt'vent  you  from  carrying  tlii» 
into  effect. 

I,') A.  During  your  advance  from  Toronto  you  will  tako  no  orders  from  onf  one  except 
me,  and  I  shall  not  interfere  with  your  arrangements,  relying  on,  and  having  the  Trentest 
confidence  in  your  discretion. 

l(i.  The  Ijieutenunt-Ciovcrnor  will  probably  arrive  at  Fort  fJarrv  so(m  after  you  are 
established  there,  lie  will  be  in  the  same  relative  position  with  respect  to  tlio'OlKccr 
Commatiiiing  Her  Majesty's  troops  and  who  is  phu-eil  incominand  of  the  Dmiiuiijn  Force, 
ai  tlu  Lieuteinint-Oovenior  of  the  I'rovinccs  of  Ontario  and  Uuebec  arc  os  regards  myself 
nn'  w  II  have  no  control  over  you,  which  can  only  be  exercised  by  the  (iovcrnor-Oenerai 
fliiouiih  the  I.ieutenant-General  Commanding. 

17.  S',  however,  the  territory  of  Manitobah  is  cut  ofl' by  distance  from  immediate 
con.municalion  with  the  (lovcrnor-Qencral,  should  the  Lieutenant-{Jovcrnor  require  ixccp- 
tii  ml  military  duties  of  you  he  must  furni>h  you  with  a  requisition  in  writing,  detailing 
the  object,  and  you  will  use  your  own  discretion  as  to  the  course  you  may  think  it  necessary 
to  pursue. 

18.  Should  any  diflcrence  of  opinion  arise  between  the  Lieutenant-Governor  and 
yourself  you  must  act  upon  your  own  discretion,  and  record  it  officially. 

10.  After  your  first  arrival  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  force  should  bo  encamped  and 
kept  together,  and  that  you  should  keep  a  certain  force  under  arms  daily  on  duty,  ar  1  at  a 
later  period  recommend  the  distribution  of  tho  force  for  the  winter  in  the  manner  you  think 
best  in  a  military  point  of  view. 

20.  It  will  be  part  of  your  duty  to  take  care  that  the  Militia  StafT  Officers,  and  use 
officers  nttjichcd  to  the  force,  arc  instructed  in  theirduties  bythe  Imjierial  Stall' andCo.trol 
Officers,  so  that  they  may  undertake  the  duties  efficiently  on  tho  removal  of  Iho  Ue^ular 
portion  of  the  Force. 

'il.  On  the  Regular  Troops  finally  quitting  the  Settlement  you  will  direct  the  .\ssistii  it 
Controller  to  take  stock  of  all  supplies  and  Imiierial  stores  that  remain,  and  deliver  tlu   n 
over  to  the  Militia  Storekeeper,  as  well  as  all  ortieles  not  required   by  the  troops  on  the 
refiiru  ;  thus  finally  closing  the  account  lietwecn  the  Imperial  and  Canadiai\  Government 
as  regards  supplies  at  Fort  Garry.     If  nut  required,  you  have  authority  to  dispose  of  them 
to  the  best  advantage. 

22.  As  regards  supplies  of  fresh  meat  on  your  arrival  at  Fort  Garry,  I  shall  be  guided 
to  some  extent  by  information  which  I  have  already  asked  for,  and  shall'do  all  that  1  caii  to 
obtain  an  immediate  supply,  but  this  should  not  induce  you  to  relax  your  own  efforts  in 
that  direction.  The  Controller  will  alone  be  responsible  for  feeding  the  force  until  tho 
30th  September.  I  have  suggested  thot  the  Dominion  Government  should  assume  the 
responsibility  after  that  date. 

2.},  In  conclusion,  it  will  doubtless  occur  to  you  that  owing  to  the  mixed  cliaracter  of 
the  Force,  and  its  inexperience  in  the  nature  of  the  service,  the  proximity  of  the  United 
States  frontier,  the  peculiar  character  of  Indians  and  voyageurs,  great  care  will  be  required 
in  enforcing  strict  attention  to  orders.     Indians  should  he  ceremoniously  treated. 

2J.  The  Imperial  character  of  the  force,  with  entire  freedom  from  all  sectional  feelings, 
should  be  maintained. 

25.  The  possibility  of  opposition  should  be  provided  for,  whatever  news  you  may 
receive. 

20.  Tt  is  most  important  that  none  of  the  persons  who  had  during  the  last  winter 
taken  part  in  the  tnudjles  at  Red  River  should  accompany  the  Expedition,  and  you  will  do 
all  that  lays  in  vour  jjower  to  prevent  them  doing  so.  1  have  to  recall  to  your  memory 
that  both  in  public  and  in  private  certain  of  those  gentlemen  have  ex|)ressed  themselves 
anxious  to  take  the  opportunity  of  the  advance  of  tlie  Expedition  to  pay  off  their  scores. 
You  will  therefore  discountenance  them  in  a  public  manner  should  they  attempt  so  to  fasten 
themselves  upon  you. 

The  Dominion  Government  has  appointed  Captain  Cameron  to  take  up  a  body  of  men 
to  act  as  mounted  police,  but  you  will  not  permit  him  to  proceed  or  accompany  your  force

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He  will  be  responsible  for  the  loading  of  the  boats,  and  will  decide  also  the  description  and 
amount  of  stores  to  be  sent  with  each,  in  addition  to  those  laid  down  as  forming  the 
equipment  of  each  boat.  He  will  hand  over  to  the  Captain  of  each  company,  the  evening 
before  he  starts,  the  complete  equipment  of  his  brigade  of  boats,  receiving  a  receipt  from 
him  for  it.  The  Officer  commanding  the  company  will  make  an  exact  copy  of  the  list  in 
his  pocket-book,  specifying  therein  how  he  has  distributed  the  stores,  &c.,  by  boats,  and 
the  name  of  the  otHcer  or  serjcant  in  charge  of  each  boat. 

20.  Mr.  Meyer  will  also  hand  over  to  every  oflicer  commandiag  a  company,  rations 
complete  for  his  men  and  voyageurs  for  30  days,  taking  a  receipt  for  the  same  ;  a  list  of 
these  provisions  to  be  also  entered  by  the  captain  in  his  pocket-book.  These  provisions 
must  lie  distributed  throughout  the  boats,  so  that  in  each  boat  there  will  bo  30  days'  rations 
for  every  one  in  it. 

21.  Mr.  Meyer  will  also  hand  over  to  every  officer  rommanding  a  company,  as 
much  surplus  supplies  (about  2,000  lb.  weight  for  each  bo.it)  as  his  boats  can  conveniently 
carrv — Mr.  Meyer  to  be  the  judge  on  this  point — giving  him  an  accurate  list  of  the  articles, 
which  will  be  sent  on  with  the  stores  when  they  are  passed  forward  beyond  the  portage 
where  the  Company  is  to  be  temporarily  stationed  on  the  line  of  route.  This  list  will 
be  signed  as  correct,  or  otherwise,  by  all  the  officers  commanding  at  the  several  portages 
when  the  stores  pass  through  their  posts ;  any  article  deficient  to  be  noted  on  the  list. 

2^.  After  the  last  detachment  has  left,  the  stores  noted  in  the  margiii  will  be 
shipped  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  at  the  rate  of  15  tons  a  day.  One,  or,  if 
possible,  two  days  before  the  last  15  tons  are  to  be  despatched  from  Shebandowan 
Lake,  Colonel  Mc  Neill  will  notify  in  writing,  to  all  the  posts  in  advance,  stating  when 
the  last  01  the  reserve  stores  will  be  sent  through.  lie  will  send  a  written  Memorandum 
with  the  last  15  tons,  saying  they  are  the  last. 

Upon  receipt  of  this  information  (which  will  be  signed  by  the  Officer  Commanding 
each  Detachment,  and  forwarded  on  to  the  next  post)  Officers  Commanding  at  all  posts  on 
the  line  between  Shebandowan  and  Fort  Francis  will  proceed  without  delay  to  the  latter 
place,  taking  on  with  them  their  boats  and  all  their  equipments,  and  the  remains  of  the 
thirty  days' provisions  sent  originally  with  them. 

23.  Upon  reaching  Fort  Francis,  they  will  complete  their  boats  with  30  days'  rations 
for  all  persons  in  them,  and  will  embark  such  surplus  stores  as  the  Control  Officer,  Mr. 
Mellish,  may  indicate. 

21.  As  soon  as  the  detachment  left  at  Bear  Portage  reaches  Fort  Francis,  the  200 
men  of  the  1st  Battalion  (!()lh  Rifles,  which  had  been  stationed  there  during  this  movement, 
will  start  for  the  Hat  Portage  to  work  at  it. 

2.5.  By  these  arrangements  the  last  detachment  (that  left  at  Shebandowan  Lake)  will 
reach  Fort  Francis  the  day  after  the  last  15  tons  of  the  reserve  supplies  to  be  stored  there 
reach  that  place. 

20.  The  detadunents  from  Fort  Francis  will  severally  start  from  thence  as  soon  as 
relieved  bv  the  detachment  coming  up  in  rear. 

27.  Fresli  instructions  will  be  issued  iit  Fort  Francis  with  reference  to  the  forward 
movement  from  that  place. 

28.  In  case  of  a  man  falling  seriously  ill,  or  being  seriously  injured  whilst  the  troops 
arc  moving  to  their  several  stations,  the  Medical  Officer  with  the  detachment  will  decide 
whetlier  the  illness  or  injury  is  of  such  a  nature  as  to  prevent  the  man  from  proceeding 
further.  If  he  pronounces  the  man  as  likely  to  be  unfit  for  work  for  some  time  to  come, 
he  is  to  be  left  behind  at  the  nearest  portage  where  a  detachment  is  to  be  stationed,  in 
charge  of  a  non-commissioned  officer  and  one  man,  who  will  take  their  arms,  accoutrements, 
&c.,  &c.,  with  them.  A  week's  provisions  to  be  left  for  the  three  men.  All  Officers  Com- 
m'lnding  detachments  passing  by  them  to  see  that  they  have  always  that  quantity  in  their 
possession. 

As  soon  the  detachment  to  be  stationed  at  the  portage  where  the  sick  man  has  been 
left  arrives,  he  will  be  sent  with  the  returning  boats  to  the  rear,  to  be  forwarded  on  to  the 
hospital  at  Fort  AVilliam.
